Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application i« view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 1-26. 27-43, 46-47. and 58-62 are requested to be cancelled. The cancellation 
of claims does not constitute acquiescence in the propriety of any rejection set forth by the 
Examiner. Applicants reserve the right to pursue the subject matter of the cai^celed claims in 
subsequent divisional applications. 

Claims 44, 48. 50-52, 54-57, 63-64, and 66-67 ure currently amended. 

This amendment adds, changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed 
listmg of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claims 
remam under examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defmed status 

identifier. 

Upon entiy of this Amendment, claims 44-45, 48-57, and 63-68 will remain pending 
in the application. 

Because the foregoing amendments do not introduce new matter, entry thereof by the 
Examiner is respectfully requested. 

Applicants submits that each of these amendments either conforms with claim 
fonnalities and/or presents the claims in better fonn and, therefore, entry under the provisions 
of37C.F.R. §1.116(b) is proper. Entry of these amendments is requested. 

AppUcants thank the Examiner for the Advisory Action outlining the remaining 
issues. Applicants believe the above amendments remove the remaining issues cited by the 
Exammer and place the claims in condition for allowance.

a. New Issnes Raised by Examiner 

The Examiner has noted the presence of a comma and period in claim 44. Advisory 
Action, point 2. Applicants have removed the period. ]h addition, the Examiner has noted 
the use of the tenn Mycobacterium which lacks antecedent basis in claim 57. Applicants 
have amended this claim to now recite Mj«W«W. Applicants request reconsideration 
and withdrawal of these objections. 

b. Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 51 and 57 would remain rejected by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 
second paragraph as being allegedly indefinite. See Advisory Action, point 11 The 
Examiner asserts that the above claims are drawn to the genus Mycobacterium and are 
therefore, indefinite. Applicants have amended the claims and the claims are now drawn to 
M tuberculosis . Applicants believe this amendment resolves the indefiniteness issue and 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection. 

c. Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. First Paragraph 

Claims 49, 51. 52, 54, 65, and 68 would remain rejected by the Examir.er under 35 
U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph for lack of enablement. The Examiner asserts that Prof 
Kaufman's declaration is not persuasive for fragments of Rv3407 and Rv0068. See Advisory 
Action, point 10. I«<='«i«- to expedite prosecution, and without conceding the merits of the 
Examiner^s rejection. Applicants have amended the claims to remove language regarding 
fragments, m Ught of these amendments. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection.

The present application is now in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration 
of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
